March 19 45 at Iwo Jima Volcano 
Islands in the performance of his 
du ty and serv ice of his cou ntry ." 
You ng Hale entered the serv ice in 
Ju ne 19 43 and trained at San Diego, 
Oceanside, and Camp Pendleton. He 
was at home on leav e abou t eight 
months ago, and went ov erseas a 
short time after retu rning to his 
base. He was 19 y ears of age at the 
time of his death. 
Nathan was u nable to tell where 
he was stationed ov erseas u ntil he 
landed on Iwo Jima, when he told 
his parents that he had been on the 
island abou t three or fou r day s. In 
another, perhaps the last letter he 
ev er wrote, he stated that he had 
been fighting there for ten day s and 
“he had come throu gh OK." In ev ­ 
ery letter written from Iwo Jima, he 
asked the parents to keep pray ing 
for him and his bu ddies, and he add­ 
ed, “I’v e pray ed to Him and He’s 
answered ev ery pray er."

Hamlin Boy Retu rns 
From Jap Prison Camps

CPL. NORMAN GILBERT 


Corporal Norman Cu rtis Gilbert 
Arriv ed home Thu rsday , April 6 , ex ­ 
actly 49 months after he left in 19 41 
to enlist in the Army and v olu nteer 
for foreign du ty . He su rv iv ed bloody 
Bataan, the infamou s Death March, 
the horrors of fou r prison camps, 
starv ation and disease to retu rn to 
his parents’ farm home fou r miles 
sou th of Hamlin, withou t fanfare or 
definite notice to his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. M L. Gilbert. 
Cu rtis had planned to arriv e by 
bu s and ride “on ou t the highway to 
the road tu rning off to the hou se 
and then walk 
n ”—he’s rather su r­ 
prised at the great concern of both 
friends and strangers ov er his safe 
retu rn and the lime-light he’s shar­ 
ing with other war heroes. He wired 
his parents that he wou ld be home 
Thu rsday abou t 3:00—not signify -

Most remarkable, howev er, is his 
amazing memory of dates, which he 
imprinted u pon his mind du ring al­ 
most interminable day s and nights. 
He said, “Du ring this time, we nev er 
once dou bted that the Americans and 
Mac Arthu r wou ld re tu rn.. .bu t we 
nev er once believ ed that the Japs 
wou ld let u s leav e the camp aliv e." 
His fav orite su bject is the Filipino 
gu erillas with whom he liv ed du ring 
six months—lacking three 
day s— 
after his escape from the No. 1 Ca- 
ing A. M. Or P. M.f nor the means banatu an Prison camp, and for whom 
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of trav el, So he was astou nded to 
find a grou p of his family and 
friends waiting when the bu s stopped 
in Hamlin. 
No words can ev er describe the 
feelings that welled u p in the hearts 
of the son and the parents, who had 
su ffererd with him throu gh the long 
u ncertain months, at that reu nion 
after fou r y ears and one month. As 
the mother walked toward her son, 
Cu rtis' first words were, “Now, Ma­ 
ma, don’t y ou cry !" And Mrs. Gil­ 
bert, in relating the meeting, said, 
“I didn’t. I ju st swallowed it." 
With no v isible ill effects of his 
su ffering at the hands of the Japs, 
he came home bo find things greatly 
changed. The most marked changes 
he notices in his little sister, a pret­ 
ty 15-y ear-old bru nette, as he ex ­ 
plained, “When I left, Fay was ju st 
abou t so high and was wearing her 
hair in pigtails. Now, look at her." 
It’s been almost open hou se at the 
Gilbert farm home since Cu rtis ar­ 
riv ed, with friends and neighbors 
calling and the married children v is­ 
iting. Of cou rse each one has qu es­ 
tions he wants to ask, and ev en 
thou gh the Dad, sisters and broth­ 
ers-in-law hav e heard the qu estions 
and answers sev eral times ov er, one 
is alway s ready to nu dge closer to 
Cu rtis, apologizing, “Go ahead; I 
ju st want to listen. He might tell 
something I hav en’t heard." 
Mrs. 
Gilbert is kept bu sy being hostess to 
the callers; y et, she keeps an ey e 
open to see that the baby sister, 
Creida Jane, 7, doesn’t worry Cu r­ 
tis to death “ju st lov ing him all the 
time." Thev are all try ing to help 
him forget, that he’s “been throu gh, 
hell and back." 


It it r e m a rka ble — th e calm ness 
a n d c om pos u re of this 2 2 -y ea r-old 
a s ke tells of his ex pe rienc e s, net* 


he has the greatest admiration. From 
them, he learned mu ch abou t war­ 
fare and intense respect for their 
brav ery and fighting ability . And if 
he hadn’t grown a bit careless, he 
probably wou ld hav e nev er been re­ 
captu red, and if he hadn’t been gone 
so long that his captors lost his pa­ 
pers, he probably wou ld hav e nev er 
come home aliv e to tell his story , 
which really begins shortly after his 
18 th birthday when he was sworn 
into the Army March 6 , 19 41, at 
Dallas, Tex as, and got his parents’ 
consent to v olu nteer for foreign 
serv ice. 
He left immediately for Schofield 
Barracks in Hawaii where he took 
basic training with the 3d Engineers. 
He went to Manila in Ju ly with the 
8 09 th Engineers, and in Nov ember 
was transferred to the newly -organ­ 
ized Company C of 8 03d Av iation 
Engineers and was at work on the 
ru nway s of Nichols Field when the 
Pearl Harbor attack came. 
Clark Field was pu t ou t of action 
early in the battle of the Philippines 
and the Nips centered their hellish 
fire on Nichols Field. The engineers 
were credited with downing three 
Jap planes with only machine gu ns 
and rifles. 
When the orders came throu gh to 
withdraw to Bataan, the engineers 
had y et to carry ou t demolition work 
and Cu rtis was assigned to a demol- 
iton squ ad of 32 engineers who were 
to destroy supply and ammu nition 
du mps a t Nichols, Nielson, and Za- 
blan airfields, and a t Ft. McKinley . 
They were to complete the job and 
be a t Sa n Ferna ndo by 
midnight on 
Dec. 3 1 , 1 9 41 , but if they fa iled, 
were to g o o n to Ma nila a nd turn 
in a s civ ilia ns. They a rriv ed 3 0 min­ 
utes la te but decided to try to ma ke 
it, a nd a ided by Filipino 
Sdo a ta , co m-

manded by American officers, they 
managed to get safely to Bataan 
abou t 8 :00 A. M. Jan. 1, 19 42. They 
were the last American to leav e 
Manila. 
On Bataan, the engineers began 
bu ilding airfields for the few remain­ 
ing planes and roads for the motor 
v ehicles. They worked u nder con­ 
stant fire and on April 7 , 19 42, Cpl. 
Gilbert, already su ffering from ma­ 
laria, was wou nded and was sent to 
hospital No. 1 on Bataan. The island 
fell April 9 , 19 42. 
The Japs took more than half the 
patients of the hospital—all who 
were able to walk—inclu ding Gil­ 
bert, and started them on the March 
of Death which began at Mariv eles 
and ended at Camp O’Donnell.

sold iers. 
The nativ es threw baked camotes 
(similar to ou r sweet potato) to the 
starv ed, sick Americans and were 
killed for it. Many a hero of Bataan 
was shot in cold blood becau se the 
Japs cau ght him reaching for food. 
Cu rtis said, howev er, he got along 
better than most of the prisoners, 
as he was beaten “only a little’’ en 
rou te. He knows he mu st hav e gotten 
same water along the way or else 
he wou ldn’t hav e su rv iv ed. “We lost 
more men," he said, “in those fiv e 
day s than in all the fighting before.” 
They marched iu colu mns of fou r 
with Jap gu ards ev ery three or fou r 
men. 
T h e gu ards were changed 
abou t ev ery two hou rs as they pass­ 
ed Jap camps along the road. At San 
Fernando they were herded into box ­ 
cars and taken to Gapas. The cars 
were half the size of American box ­ 
cars and 100 men were crowded in­ 
to each with standing room only . 
They walked from Capas to Camp 
O’Donnell arriv ing there April 16 or 
17 — Cu rtis isn’t su re which—and on 
Ju ne 1, they were transferred to 
prison camp No. 1 near Cabanatu an. 
Sanitation conditions at the first 
camp were wretched, bu t the second 
was an improv ement a s it had been 
a Filipino army camp. Also the pris­ 
oners realized that their su rv iv al de­ 
pended largely o n keeping down dis­ 
ease and they tried ev ery wa y po s­ 
sible to keep the ca mp clea n.

MARINE BARRACKS, KLAMATH 
FALLS, ORE., March 31.—-Marine 
Platoon Sergeant Walter A. Brown, 
of Hamlin, Tex as, who took com­ 
mand of an infantry platoon on 
Saipan after his lieu tenant was kill­ 
ed, has been decorated with the Pu r­ 
ple H eart for wou nds receiv ed in 
that action. 
Brown was hit in the face by 
shell fragments du ring a Jap cou n­ 
terattack the Marines’ first night on 
the beach. An artillery shell dropped 
near where he was ly ing and the ex ­ 
plosion also bu rst his ear dru ms. 
The lieu tenant in charge of the 
21-y ear-old Leatherneck’s Platoon 
had been killed that morning and 
Brown au tomatically assu med com­ 
mand of the ou tfit. He didn’t let his 
inju ries pu t him ou t of action, and 
led his men throu gh the Saipan and 
Tinian fights. 
Du ring his 25 months in the Pac­ 
ific, the Hamlin Marine also fou ght 
on Gu adalcanal and Tarawa. He is 
a son of Mr. and Mrs. W. A. Brown, 
Rou te 2, Hamlin, Tex as, and has 
been in the serv ice since Ju ly 19 42.

.m ade from » weet potato peelin g , & 
weed sim ilar to ou r w ater lily , an d 
v ery little v ice. T he sou p w ai a 
v ile g reen m ix tu re n ot fit to eat. 
A bit of fish was the protein which 
was prov ided on ce ev ery 6 0 day s. 
Fifteen day s after arriv in g at the 
Caban atu an camp, Gilbert, su fferin g 
from malaria an d dy sen tery , decided 
bo make a break for freedom rather 
than ju st die there. It was a chan ce; 
for three day s before, three men had 
been cau g ht try in g to escape. They 
w e r e beaten in to u n con sciou sn ess 
an d tied in the su n with their han ds 
behin d them, an d left to die. The 
area arou n d the prison fen ce was 
well lig hted, bu t bey on d that was tall 
g rass. On the n ig ht of Ju n e 17, Gil­ 
bert slipped throu g h the fen ce an d 
crawled across the lig hted area to 
the tall g rass withou t a shot bein g 
fired in his direction . 
The J a ps h u n ted him for two 
weeks, a n d then to m ake su re th a t 
there w ere n o m ore escapes, div id­ 
ed the prison ers in to g rou ps an d 
told them th a t if an y escaped all 
others w ou ld he kilted. 
Gilbert soon made con tact with 
the g u erillas an d took to the mou n ­ 
tain s. They mov ed from on e v illag e 
to an other, org an izin g the n ativ es 
in to g u erilla ban ds of 10 to 12 men . 
They were assisted by a Filipin o lieu ­ 
ten an t who had been train ed in field 
artillery in the Un ited States. He 
later died of m alaria. Hu n dreds of 
ban ds spran g u p an d took to the 
mou n tain s. 
Gilbert’s g rou p beg an circlin g the 
islan d to the sou th, fig htin g their 
w av ou t of traps an d ag ain st g reat 
odds. It was du rin g this period that 
Cu rtis learn ed the g reatest respect 
for the Filipin o an d his brav ery an d 
cou rag e. Their su pplies were replen ­ 
ished by n ativ es who wou ld g o to 
Bataan an d dig u p ammu n ition that 
had been bu ried there before the fall 
of the islan d. Also they captu red Jap 
su pply tru cks an d raided ou tposts. 
Their “wrork” carried them on arou n d 
the islan d to the mou n tain s to the 
n orth. 


They v en tu red in to the lowlan d* 
abou t 14 miles n orth of the cam p 
from which G ilbert h a d m ade his 
dn rin g escape in Ju n e , an d on the 
m orn in g of Dec. 14, aw oke to fin d 
them selv es su rrou n ded b y elev en 
tru ckloads of Japs— 5 0 or 6 0 men 
to a tru ck. T here was n othin g else 
to do bu t su rren der, a n d G ilbert’s 
freedom was en ded ju s t t h r e e 
day s short of six m on ths. D u rin g 
this time, C u rtis g ain ed w eig ht an d 
stre n g th th a t probably helped c a r­ 
ry him 
th rou g h 
the 
m on ths 
of 
h orror th a t followed. 
W h e n 
he was recaptu red, 
he 
thou g ht su rely that he wou ld be 
killed. “ I still don ’t kn ow why they 
didn ’t ,” be said, “becau se they killed 
men for a lot less.” 
Perhaps the thin g that sav ed him 
was th at his records at Caban atu an 
had been lost— or pu rposely destroy ­ 
ed by a Jap prison official to sav < 
himself from a little rou tin e called 
“hari kari.” The Japs beat him an d 
tortu red him for weeks “ in v estig at­ 
in g ” an d try in g to make him rev eal 
in formation . They told him when he 
escaped an d from wbat camp, an d 
thin kin g they really kn ew, he ad­ 
mitted it. Howev er, when they cou ld 
fin d n o records an d Jap officials at 
Caban atu an den ied his ev er bein g 
there, thev thou g ht he had lied an d 
beat him for that. 
Then the Japan ese officials beg an 
“ceu rt 
m artial” 
procedu re ag ain st 
Gilbert as a crimin al of the Japan -* 
ese Imperial Gov ern men t. The “pro­ 
cedu re” con sisted of an in terpreter 
tellin g Gilbert the crimes of which 
he was accu sed: (1) escape, (2) dis­ 
tu rbin g the peace in Japan ese-occu ­ 
pied territory , (3) spreadin g false 
propag an da 
ag ain st t h e Japan ese 
g ov ern m en t; an d statin g his “sen ­ 
ten ce” to three y ears in the old Bili- 
bid m ilitary pen iten tiary at Man ila. 
He was taken to Bilibid Febru ary 
15, 19 43. 
L ife was worse there. E ig ht to 
ten 
prison ers w ere placed 
in 
a 
cell ten fe e t squ are. The on ly v en ­ 
tilation an d lig ht cam e in throu g h 
a few in ch cracks betw een fou r 
by fou rs th a t barred the small w in ­ 
dow. T h ey had to sit cross-leg g ed, 
Ja p fashion , from 6 :30 A. M. u n ­ 
til 9 :30 P. M., a n d w ere n ot pe r­ 
m itted to 
lean back ag ain st the 
wall or ag ain st each other, mov e 
forw ard, or talk. 
Gilbert said, “We cou ld stan d the 
phy sical ag on y , bu t it was the men tal 
tortu re th at was aw fu l.” On e man 
in prison with him did g o mad an d 
was taken to an in stitu tion . 
There were n o san itary facilities 
in the colls an d the men did n ot g et 
baths. All were sick, su fferin g a t on e 
time or an other with ma la ria , dy sen -

tery , wet an d dry beriberi, an d pel­ 
lag ra. They had n o tobacco an d on ly 
rice soap to eat. 
The Jap g u ards cou ld see in to the 
prison cells, bu t the American s cou ld 
n ot see ou t. If they mov ed or talked, 
they were taken ou t an d beaten . 
They g ot so they didn ’t min d the 
beatin g s so mu ch becau se it g av e 
them a chan ce to stretch an d ex er­ 
cise their tired, weaken ed mu scles. 
Howev er, the Nips soon cau g ht on 
to that, an d in stead, cu t off their 
food for three day s if they v iolated 
the ru les. That worked becau se the 
men w tre already starv in g . 
At n ig ht they slept on the hard 
floor, with on ly a blan ket an d a pil­ 
low for a bed. They had to stay on 
the floor u n til morn in g when the 
sittin g rou tin e beg an ag ain . 
On ly seldom did they g et an y 
ex ercise; then it wa* so sev ere it 
was alm ost killin g . They w ere ta k­ 
en ou t in to the scorchin g su n , bare 
footed 
an d clad on ly in 
shorts, 
an d forced to ru n arou n d th e flag 
pole u n til a t least half of the m en 
fell ou t. T h a t was the on ly tim e 
G ilbert passed ou t. 
Cu rtis stay ed there u n til May 6, 
19 44, when he was tran sferred to 
the reg u lar prison camp where he 
receiv ed the first an d on ly medical 
care g iv en du rin g all his imprison ­ 
men t. He was n early blin d an d su f­ 
ferin g 
terribly from 
m aln u trition . 
All of his hair had come ou .t becau se 
of v itamin deficien cy . Scu rv y cau sed 
his g u ms to slou g h off an d his teeth 
became loose. 
Today his teeth are g ood, with 
on ly two bein g decay ed, an d his hair 
has come back thick an d dark. 


Life in the hospital of the r e g ­ 
u lar prison camp at M an ila was 
better, a n d G ilbert receiv ed t r e a t ­ 
m en t a n d care at the han ds of 
A m erican doctors, althou g h he was 
still “ isolated.” On e shipm en t of 
Red Cross medical su pplies cam e 
throu g h in 19 43, an d if it h a dn ’t 
been for that, n on e w ou ld hav e 
su rv iv ed. 
M an y m ore cou ld hav e 
been sav ed, he said, if m ore s u p­ 
plies had been deliv ered. 


The prison ers learn ed Jan . 17 of 
this y ear, throu g h the g u erillas that 
the 
American 
forces had 
lan ded. 
Then they cou ld hear the fig hitin g , 
bu t they had n o way of learn in g how 
far the troops had adv an ced. 
Then on Feb. 4, 19 45, he was lib­ 
erated from the prison at Man ila by 
that heroic g rou p of men of adv an ce 
u n its of the First Cav alry Div ision . 
When they were racin g back to the 
American lin es, the Nips alm ost cu " 
them off, an d the freed prison er? 
took u p g u n s an d fou g ht. 
Cu rti: 
modestly ex plain ed, “That’s why I’n 
en titled to wear the Liberation o- 
the Philippin es ribbon —the bron ze 
star is for ithe battle of M an ila.” 
With other prison ers, Cu rtis wa? 
flown from Lu zon to Ley te, where 
he boarded a ship an d came, v ia Nev 
Gu in ea, to San Fran cisco to Letter - 
man Gen eral Hospital. It was whil 
he was there th at he was awarded 
the Pu rple H eart an d the Good Con 
du ct Medal. 


“ B u t th a t’s w hat I’m prou de st 
of,” he said, poin tin g w ith pride 
to the B lu e Ribbon with tw o oak 
leaf clu sters on his rig h t breast. 
“ My ou tfit was cited th re e tim es 
by the P residen t for -what ’th e y ’ 
did.” 
Cu rtis looks well. On ly his fam ilj 
an d his closest frien ds 
n ote 
th* 
chan g es. At his release from Bilibid, 
he weig hed 110 pou n ds— n ow he tip 
the v scales at 164. He’s on e an d on e- 
half in ch shorter than he was wher. 
captu red, althou g h he has already 
g ain ed on e-half in ch in heig ht sin ce 
his liberation . Yes, he looks older 
than the 18 -y ear-ld boy who left in 
19 41— he is a calm, poised man whc 
has liv ed man y y ears in fou r lon g 
y ears. 
En rou te to Ashbu rn Gen eral Hos­ 
pital at McKin n ey , Tex as, Cu rtis g ot 
a short delay en rou te to stop wit! 
his paren ts. He reported to the hos 
pital Tu esday of this week an d after 
a check-u p there, he will be elig ible 
for a 50-day fu rlou g h with a 30-day 
ex ten sion if he desires it. 
He ex pects to spen d 30 day s 
here w ith hi» paren ts, an d the r e ­ 
m ain der 
of the time, he will v isit 
fam ilies 
of his 
bu ddies w ho will 
n ev er

back. 
C u rtis 
said,

abou t two mon ths before liberation , 
a tin y Testam en t from “somewhere” 
beg an to circu late in the hospital 
ward of the reg u lar prison at Man ila. 
All of them read it sev eral times 
ov er. 
On Feb. 19 of this y ear came a 
card from Cu rtis to his paren ts say ­ 
in g he was well, an d two day s later 
came the official n otice from the W ar 
Departmen t. Then on March 2 came 
the first letter from him sin ce De­ 
cember 19 41. 
Mrs. Gilbert said she n ev er g av e 
u p hope, n or believ ed that Cu rtis 
was dead, althou g h a t times she was 
awfu lly blu e an d dishearten ed.

No ind iv id u al is read y to co nsid er th e u tility o f righ teo u sness 
in a fair and fav o rable way u ntil co nv inced o f th e fu tility o f sin. 
'If sin were a satisfacto ry way o f life, it wo u ld be d ifficu lt to inter­ 
est men in any o th er. Th e first step to ward an ap p reciatio n o f 
rig hteousness is an effectiv e ind ictment o f sin. It wo u ld be fo o lish 
to sow seed bro ad cast in v irgin so il alread y tax ed with th o rns and 
thistles. Men mu st beco me d issatisfied with sin. and d esire d eliv er­ 
ance from its bo nd age, befo re th ey will lend a sy mp ath etic ear to 
the d escrip tio n o f th e p ractical u ses o f righ teo u sness. 


Isaiah opened his remarkable bo o k o f p ro p h ecy with a with er­ 
ing and heart-searching ind ictment o f Israel's rebellio n, and th e 
strain it had placed u p o n th e fo rbearance o f Go d . His grand inv i­ 
tation to the people o f Israel to co me and reaso n with th eir Go d 
about his abundant mercy was p rinted in raised letters 
o f wh ite 
ag ainst the backg round of th e blackness o f Israel’s co mp lete 
ap o s­ 
tasy : “ Wash y ou, make y ou, clean; p u t away th e ev il o f y o u r d o ings 
fro m before mine ey es; cease to d o ev il; learn to d o well.” (Isa. 1: 
16-17 ). That is the necessary o rd er. Th ey mu st cease to d o ev il 
before they are in the attitu d e o f h eart to learn to d o well. So me­ 
thing must be cleared away to make ro o m fo r th e th ings th at are 
wholesome and useful. 


THEY MISSED THEIR BUS 


In terms o f modem slang, th e Israelites h ad missed th eir bu s; 
and so has ev ery man wh o trifles with th e fo o lish ness o f sin. Th e 
Greek word often translated “sin” in th e New- Testament literally 
moans “ missing th e mark.” A stu d y o f th e wo rd s “fo o lish ” and 
“ sinful” makes it manifest th at th e ro o t id ea o f bo th is missing 
the g oal— not merely missing th e wo rth y go als o f life, bu t o ften 
ev en missing th e bait th at sin o ffers. 
No w fo lly and sin are clo se akin, 
A common fau lt h av e th ey ; 
Th ey miss th eir aim, and lo se th eir claim, 
And failu re is th eir p ay . 
A fool's folly co nsists in sin,, and it is fo o lish to be a sinner— 
it does not pay . Go d th ro u gh th e laws o f life feed s bo th th e fo o l 
and the sinner o u t o f th eir o wn sp o o n. Men sin becau se th ey are 
deceiv ed by ap p earances and false p ro mises, th eir o wn ev il d esires 
fathering their gu llibility . In sinning th ey bring to o mu ch , o r else 
too little, or th e wro ng in kind . Th ey sh o o t to o far, o r to o sh o rt, 
or to one sid e o f th e target. Th ey get th ere to o so o n, o r to o late. 
Or not at all. Th eir reward s co me measu red in th e same warp ed 
spoons in wh ich th ey measu red th eir resp o nsibilities o f life. 


1. Missing th e Mark. 
Th e fo o lish v irgins missed th e marriage 
feast. With th em it was “to o little and to o late.” Th e rich farmer 
missed the benefits o f th e p erio d o f co mfo rtable retirement (Lu ke 
12:20). The man wh o bu ilt h is h o u se u p o n th e sand (Matt. 7 :26- 
27 ) lost his inv estment. Th e man wh o failed to co u nt th e co st (Lk. 
14:28 -<30) lost h is cap ital and h is p restige—-h is neigh bo rs lau gh ed 
him to scorn. 


2. Some Go t To o Mu ch . 
Th ey may get wh at th ey bargained 
for, but there is an ov er-plus to p lagu e th em. Ev e o btained th e 
knowledg e, but th ere was so rro w and p ain and d eath to bo o t. Lo t 
receiv ed the ad v antage o f th e well-watered p lains, bu t h e fo u nd an 
ev il influence ad d ed , wh ich ev entu ally sp o iled th e wh o le enterp rise. 
There are many ad d ed ch arges befo re o ne attains th e go al o f sin. 
There is only o se abso lu te go o d , to wh ich no bitter is ad d ed : “THE 
BLESSING OF THE LORD, IT MAKETH RICH. AND HE ADD- 
ETH NO SORROW WITH IT.” (Pro v . 10:22). Th e o nly -u nmix ed , 
tax -free joy is mad e av ailable to men th ro u gh righ teo u sness. 


3. Ash es o f Disap p o intment. 
With th e co v eted p rize in h is 
hands, Ju d as fo u nd th at it h ad su d d enly tu rned to ash es. No t being 
able to face th e p ro sp ect o f liv ing with h imself, h e went o u t and 
hang ed h imself. Mu ltip lied th o u sand s o f men, h av ing attained th eir 
g oal of v engance, with o u t th e co u rage to face th e p ro sp ect o f p er­ 
petual self-co nd emnatio n, h av e tu rned th eir weap o ns u p o n th em­ 
selv es. Ju d as go t wh at h e wanted , bu t d isco v ered to h is fatal em­ 
barrassment th at h e, d id no t want it after all. And giv ing it back 
did not ato ne. It was to o late fo r restitu tio n. His u nd o ing was 
already ach iev ed . 


4. Too Ex p ensiv e. 
Oth ers h av e lo st wh at th ey h ad in reach ­ 
ing for more. Th e first man wh o ev er sinned d id th at. His lo sses 
far outweig hed h is p altry gain. Ev en th e th ing gained was o f d u bi­ 
ous v alue. There is no t o ne go o d th ing in life th at canno t 
be fo u nd 
m the store house of 
Go d . Th e o nly th ings o n th e 
dev il’s sh elv es 
that ev en seem to be g ood are sp o iled go o d s!

O ur annual r e p o r t, issued in M ar ch , 
showed 1944 was a busy year . Ther e wer e 
mor e long distance calls than ever befor e, 


including thousands o f war calls to r ush

For those w ho had telephones we did vir ­ 
tually a pr ewar job of supplying ser vice. 
Thr ee out of ever y four long distance calls 
went thr ough w h ile the calling par ties 
“ 
held the lin e.” 
Local ser vice stood up 


well. The public helped by keeping calls 
br ief and making only necessar y calls. 


In the eight ar my gener al hospitals in the 
five states ser ved by this company, special 
equipment was installed to help the 
wounded and sick soldier s w ith their 
telephoning. Attendants wer e on hand in 
most ar my camps and naval stations to 
help ser vice men and women call home. 


On the money side, we didn’t do so well. 
O f cour se, r evenues wer e up— 10 per cent 
over 1943. But oper ating costs and taxes 
climbed even faster — they r ose 11 per 
cent. The r etur n on the com pany’s invest­ 
ment in telephone pr oper ty was 4.34 per 
cent— lower than in 1933, the wor st 
depr ession year . 


As long as the fighting goes on, war de­ 
mands w ill be met fir st. But telephone 
user s her e at home can depend on the fact 
that, even in war tim e, this company w ill
